Harry S. Truman, Now 80, 
Certain of Spot as Most

WASHINGTON (AP) - Harry 


S. Truman, as brisk and cocky 
as when he left the White House 
in 1953, will be 80 Friday and 
if over the years he lias sounded 
self-satisfied, and still does, it's 
no wonder.

In 1952, not long before Tru- 


man turned over the presiden- 
cy to Dwight D. Eisenhower,

Ten years later the New York 


Times reported a survey of 75 
American

they listed Truman among the 
near-great 
presidents.

They named the great ones 


I his way: Lincoln, Washington, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Wilson, 
Jefferson. This was their near- 
great list: Jackson, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Polk, Truman, John 
Adams, Cleveland. 


Just before he retired, Tru- 


man, in interviews with news- 
men who had covered his White 
House years, was asked: If he 
had it to do all over again, 
would he change anything? 


No, he said, and added: "If

| hard-working senator, he was 
an unknown quantity when he 
became president. He was over- 
whelmed. He said he felt thu 
moon and stars had fallen on 
him. "Pray for me," he said. 


But what he had was iron and

Record Flood 
Is Recalled 
Here in 1905 


Fifty-nine years 
ago 
today 


Hempslead county and south- 
west 
Arkansas had a record- 


breaking flood, according to B. 
J. Ellis of Emmet Route Two, 
three miles east of DeAnn. 


On 
May 5, 1905, Mr. Ellis 


says, record rainfall put creeks, 
branches and 
rivers on flood, 


producing 32 separate overflows 
in this region. There were no 
levies and no fences in those 
days, he continued, and prop- 
erty damage and loss of animals 
ran to disaster proportions. 


Now, 
12 years later, a news- 


man asked the same question, 
got the same answer: 'I would 
change nothing."

(AP)—A big U.S. Army Caribou 
transport 
plane
